"This beautiful infe& is one of thofe fpecies which 
are not in the works of Linnæus. It is an inhabitant 
of Afia. The upper wings are of a deep black, with 
a few longitudinal whitifh clouds towards the tips, and 
a lengthened mark of deep crimfon of a fomewhat tri- 
angular fhape, near the bafe of each. ‘The lower wings 
are of a deep velvet-black at the bafe, and from thence 
of a molt elegant whitifh or extremely pale blue, or- 
namented with fpots of black and fnow-white. 
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
